Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  on  the  state  of  the  public  health,  and  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  during  the  year  1966* 

POPULATION.  1966. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  is  4,970, 
an  increase  of  10  over  last  year.  This  figure  includes  members  of  the  Armed 
Forces,  and  is  slightly  less  than  the  1961  census  figure  of  4,981. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  birth  rate  is  considerably  higher,  and  the  death  rate  lower,  than 
in  1965. 

The  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  also  lower,  by  one-third,  than  last  year. 
Infectious  Diseases  : 

There  was  no  major  outbreak,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  infectious 
disease,  and  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  or  Poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

RAINFALL. 

The  rainfall  was  similar  to  1965  ~  about  50%  more  than  usual. 

DEATHS  FROM  CANCER. 


Deaths  from  Cancer  were  lower  than  in  last  year,  but  40%  were  cases  of 
Cancer  of  the  Lungs,  and  all  were  males. 

I  beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  consideration  and 
support  during  the  year,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 

BIRTH  RATE  : 

64  males  and  53  females,  a  total  of  117,  were  registered  during  the  year, 
giving  a  crude  Birth  Rate  of  23.54  per  1,000  population,  adjusted  by  the  Area 
Comparability  factor  of  1.20,  to  28.25.  This  figure  of  23.54  is  5.4  per 
1,000  greater  than  in  1965.  Many  births  in  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Withernsea, 
from  the  neighbouring  parishes,  are  included  in  this  figure  of  23.54  per 
1,000  population. 

When  we  use  these  figures  for  comparison  with  other  parts  of  the  country, 
use  has  to  be  made  of  the  Area  Comparability  Factor,  a  figure  which  takes 
into  account  the  average  ages  and  sex  constitution  of  the  district,  as 
disclosed  by  the  Census.  This  year  the  figure,  as  stated  above,  is  1.20, 
emphasising  the  number  of  older  age  groups  present  in  the  community.

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The  crude  Birth  Rate  for  the  County  is  15.65,  adjusted  by  the  Area 
Comparability  Figure  to  16.59,  and  for  England  and  Wales,  17*7  per  1,000 
population. 

Illegitimate  Births  : 

There  were  6  illegitimate  births,  3  male  and  3  female.  5*1$  of  the  total 
live  births,  and  1.21  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  9*9%  and  1.81  per 
1,000  in  1965. 

Stillbirths  : 

There  were  3  male  stillbirths,  all  legitimate,  giving  a  rate  of  25.0 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still )births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is 
15.4. 


DEATHS  and  DEATH  RATE. 


49  males  and  37  females,  a  total  of  86,  died  during  the  year,  including 
deaths  of  residents  outside  the  district,  e.g.,  in  hospital  etc.  The  crude 
death  rate  is  17*30  per  1,000  population.  The  Area  Comparability  Factor  is 
0.76,  reflecting  the  number  of  retired  residents,  and  the  adjusted  Death  Rate 
is  reduced  to  13*15  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  19.76  and  14.82 
respectively  for  1965,  a  reduction  of  2.46  and  I.67  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.7  per  1,000.

This  table  shows  that  24$  of  male  deaths  arc  between  45  and  64,  compared 
with  only  5$  of  female  deaths  at  that  age  period.  Thus  only  47^  of  males 
reached  75,  compared  with  73$  of  the  females. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 


The  main  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  (18),  Vascular  lesions  of 
the  brain  (19),  Cancer  (15),  Respiratory  Disease,  including  Pneumonia  (9), 
giving  rates  of  3*62,  3*8,  3*02  and  1.81  per  1,000  population  respectively. 

Analysis  of  Deaths. 

Heart  Disease  -  Coronary  thrombosis  caused  13  of  the  18  deaths,  7  male 
and  6  female.  4  of  the  males  and  one  woman  died  between  55  and  70,  in  the  now 
familiar  pattern  of  the  majority  of  coronary  deaths  being  males  in  the  sixties, 
while  women  were  in  the  over  75  age  period.  Heart  disease  is  still  the  chief 
cause  of  death,  and  occurs  usually  after  75,  apart  from  Coronary  Thrombosis  in 
males.  Deaths  from  heart  disease  are  increasing.

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Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Brain. 

Cerebral  haemorrhage  and  thrombosis  caused  19  deaths.  Of  the  12  male 
deaths,  4  were  in  the  45-65  age  period.  The  female  deaths  were  all  75  and 
over. 


Respiratory  Disease. 

Deaths  were  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  in  the  later  years,  and  in 
one  infant,  from  Pneumonia. 


The  numbers  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  are  decreasing. 


15  people  died  from  Cancer,  7  less  than  last  year,  but  7  deaths  were 
due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  -  all  of  them  males. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  continue  to  fall.

The  death  rate  from  Lung  Cancer  has  reached  a  record  peak,  according  to 
figures  for  1965  issued  by  the  Registrar  General.  22,231  men  and  4,167  women 
died,  the  highest  number  ever  recorded  in  one  year,  for  either  sex. 

Cancer  of  all  sites  killed  one-third  of  all  deaths  of  women  aged  15-44, 
and  one-sixth  of  men  in  the  same  age  group.  The  highest  proportion  of  deaths 
from  Cancer  in  men  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  and  Bronchus,  and  to  Cancer 
of  the  Breast  in  women. 

MOTHERS  AND  INFANTS. 


Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  :  Four  males,  one  illegitimate,  and 
one  female,  died  under  one  year  of  age.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  42.74 
per  1,000  live  births.  In  1965  it  was  33. 3. 

Of  the  five  infant  deaths,  one  male  (illegitimate)  and  one  female  (legitimate) 
infant  died  in  the  first  week,  due  to  prematurity.  One  male  died  in  the  first 
month,  aged  10  days,  from  Gastro-Enteritis,  and  two  males  died  in  the  first  year, 
aged  8  months  and  6  months,  from  Gastro-Enteritis  and  Broncho-Pneumonia 
respectively.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  ON  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infection  and  presence  of 
extraneous  matter,  and  adulteration  of  food,  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull,  with  the  full  co-operation  of  Dr.  McCoy,  the 
Director. 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  the  residents  of  the  area  at  all  the 
Hospitals  in  Hull,  at  the  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital, 
Driffield,  where  there  are  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and  laboratory  investigation. 

Hospital  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  provided  within  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  care  of  expectant  mothers,  nursing  mothers  and  their  infants,  including 
unmarried  mothers  and  children,  is  provided  for  by  the  County  Council  through 
clinics  and  domiciliary  midwifery  services. 

Other  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  include  health  visitors, 
hone  nursing,  and  home  helps,  clinics  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  and  an  ambulance  service.  There  is  also 
a  welfare  service  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  and  those  handicapped  by 
congenital  deformity. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act 
was  not  required  during  the  year.

Regular  bacteriological  examination  is  undertaken  by  the  Board.  The 
total  hardness  as  Calcium  Carbonate  is  about  300  parts  per  million. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

During  the  routine  inspections  of  all  premises  storing, 
preparing  and  selling  food,  which  are  undertaken  as  frequently  as  is  possible, 
no  evidence  of  insanitary  conditions  was  found  which  invited  legal  action, 
although  several  cases  which  necessitated  informal  action  were  acted  upon.

SEWERAGE  SYSTEM. 

Early  in  1966,  flooding  ?7as  experienced  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

The  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  were  informed,  and  they  maintained  that 
flooding  would  continue  from  time  to  time,  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  until 
the  remaining  trunk  sewers  -  particularly  the  one  in  Queen  Street  -  were 
replaced  by  larger  pipes. 

In  September,  1966,  a  major  collapse  of  the  main  sewer  in  C ueen  Street 
was  experienced,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Consultant  Engineers,  emergency 
works  were  put  in  hand  for  the  repair  of  this  sewer,  the  final  cost  being 
in  the  region  of  £30,000. 

In  view  of  the  alarming  condition  of  this  section  of  existing  sewer, 
it  was  decided  that  a  detailed  survey  be  carried  out  to  find  out  the 
condition  of  the  rest  of  the  main  sewers,  which  were  to  be  augmented  by 
Phase  II  and  Phase  III  of  the  Council’s  drainage  scheme. 

In  March,  1967,  General  Descaling  we re  asked  to  flush  out  the  main 
sewers,  and  carry  out  a  T.V.  survey  of  some  2,000  lin.  yards  of  main  sewer. 

The  results  of  this  survey  brought  to  light  many  lengths  of  cracked  sewers, 
which  in  parts  were  in  danger  of  collapsing  in  a  similar  manner  to  that 
experienced  in  September,  19 66.

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COLLSCTION  CP  REFUSE  : 

There  is  a  v/eekly  collection  of  all  dustbins  from  the  rear  of  private 
dwelling-houses,  shops  and  business  premises.  Skips  are  forbidden  apart 
from  their  use  in  a  small  number  of  premises,  where  there  is  a  very  long 
carry,  or  where  the  pathways  are  unsuitable  for  the  carrying  of  a  dustbin. 

Ten  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  premises,  requesting 
then  to  provide  proper  galvanised,  covered  dustbins,  and  all  were  complied 
with. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL  : 

During  1966,  household  refuse  was  deposited  on  the  Council’s  old 
Dump  at  Waxholme  Road,  which  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  Council’s 
Trailer  Pari,  and  at  Halsham  and  Burstwick,  in  the  Kolderness  Rural 
District,  on  payment.  These  sites  vary  from  8  to  20  miles  return  journey 
from  Wit her ns ea.
